NORTH CAROLINA 


Total for 10, Months 
36,092 as Against 
56,303 in 1926 


REENSBORO, N. C., Nov. 22.— 
North Carolina new car sales 
for the ten months ended Novem- 
ber 1 were 20,261 less than for the 
same period last year, according to 
C. W. Roberts, manager of the 
North Carolina Automotive Trade 
Association. Sales this year were 
36,092, while the ten months’ total 
last year was 56,303, and in 1925 
53,517. 

Ford sales show a decrease of 20,- 
041, the sale being 9,455, compared 
with 29,496, while Chevrolet bettered 
its 1926 sales of 8,688 by selling 12,- 
227. Only nineteen Fords were sold 
in North Carolina last month and 
seventy-seven in September. 

September sales were lowest in 
four years, being 3,473, compared 
with 6,822 last year; 7,022 in 1925 
and 5,650 in 1924. Chevrolet sales 
represented 1,702 of the 3,473 total 
sales and Ford 19. While passenger 
cars showed a _ decrease, trucks 
showed a slight increase, the sale 
being 320, compared with 304 in 1926 
and 524 in 1925. Forsyth led the 
counties with 264 during the month, 
followed by Guilford, 249; Mecklen- 
burg, 209, and Wake, 173.

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Government to Study Used Car 


T HAS just been announced that the Department of Com- 
merce will underfake a comprehensive study of the used 

car problem. This survey will be made from three separate 
angles, first, the used car in its relation to the general pub- 


lic ; second, the used car in and out of the dealer’s hands; and, | 


third, the used car as it affects the interests of the manufac- 
turer. 

I. H. Taylor, assistant chief of the automotive division 
of the Department of Commerce, states frankly that “in 
making this used car problem study, it is not our intention 
to work out a definite solution of the difficulty nor do we 
expect to accidentally stumble on the solution. Our sole pur- 
pose is to collect and present the facts of the case as they 
now exist and have existed for several years.” 

In spite of all that has been said and written 
regarding the used car problem, we have not today 
a complete understanding of all the facts in the 
case. This government survey, worked out with the 
painstaking attention to detail that the Department of 
Commerce gives such matters, cannot fail to lay a 
foundation of solid fact upon which we may base our 
future efforts to relieve the situation. 


Winter Collections 

ig A RECENT statement, C. A. Vane, general manager of 

the National Automobile Dealers’ Association, had some- 
thing to say regarding collections that will be of interest 
to all classes of automotive dealers. ‘“‘While we always have 
advocated flat rate, piecework and cash basis,” says Mr. 
Vane, “we realize that not all our dealers do operate 100 per 
cent. on that program, particularly cash basis. 
reminder that may save you some money. Keep after your 
collections through the winter. Sales department activities 
will fall off and give you some additional time. Put that in 
behind your collections. Keep your accounts up to date. 
Don’t let debtors get behind. Get something out of them 
every fifteen days or every week or every month: But let 
them know that you want the money and expect to get. it. 
The debtor may not have any more interest in paying than 
you have in collecting unless you keep after him.” 

That is a golden rule for the collection department. Con- 
stant, courteous but firm dunning is what brings recalci- 
trant debtors to terms. Many a concern has made a legiti- 
mate profit on a year’s operations and has let it leak away 
through the collection department. 


Painted Roads 
HE CUSTOM of giving highways distinctive colors or 
combinations of colors, and then painting these on tele- 
graph poles and other roadside objects in such a way that 
the traveler can follow the course of the road without map or 
halt, has recently grown in favor in this country. 

Dr. Gerald Wendt, dean of the School of Chemistry at 
Pennsylvania State College, recently made a suggestion for 
extending the use of paint on highways to an even more 
effective lengths. Dr. Wendt’s suggestion is that the actual 
driving surface of roads be painted with luminous paint, 
which he says would eliminate the need for headlights. 

If Dr. Wendt or any one else can suggest some method 
of eliminating the glaring headlight evil, he will be the bene- 
factor of benefactors. No law or regulation has yet been 
devised that has cured this abominable nuisance. The best 
state laws, completely enforced, have not made headlights 
even reasonably comfortable for highway users. It looks 
today as if the solution will only come from some abso- 
lutely new method of handling.

Improved Streets 
Facilitate City 
Traffic Movement 


New York, Nov. 22.—Cities can 
reduce the amount of congestion 
on heavily traveled streets by im- 
proved street design, according to 
Miller McClintock, director of the 
Erskine Bureau for Street Traffic 
Research. Often a city that con- 
siders itself in need of new 
streets to handle the increasing 
volume of motor vehicle traffic 
can materially increase, and 
sometimes double, the capacity 
of existing streets through minor 
physical improvements well with- 
in its financial capacity. 

Studies made by the Erskine Bu- 
reau, which is endowed in Harvard 
University by the Studebaker Cor- 
poration, have shown that traffic 
is much like water, and flows 


along the course of least resistance. | 


Smooth pavements offer one of the 
greatest attractions. Thus in many 
cities there are a few well-paved 


streets crowded to the point of | 


acute congestion paralleling poorly 
paved streets which are practically 
deserted. Improving the pavement 
of these parallel routes virtually 


doubles the capacity of the existing | * 
well paved streets by tending to di- | 


vert much of their traffic. 
“The streets of most American 


cities were never designed for motor | 
in | 
says | 


vehicle traffic. They are still 
the horse and buggy age,” 
Mr. McClintock. “A high crowned 
street, for instance, often carries | 
only half its traffic capacity be- | 
cause drivers tend to stay off the 
sloping sides and drive as near the 
center as possible. This not only 
reduces the volume the street can 
carry, but slows traffic by making | 
it hard for overtaking vehicles to 
pass.
